Congress this week will turn its hand 
te two potentially troublesome prob- 
lems—framing a neutrality bill and 
debating a relief measure to which an 
already controverted rider has been 
attached. 

Hearings on neutrality Igg¢islation 
begin Tuesday before the house for- 
eign affairs committee, with State De- 
partment officials present to discuss 
the Pittman and McReynolds bills. 
The Nye-Clark “tmnandatory” neutral- 
ity measures were expected to be 
ready for the senate during the first 
of the week. 

A dozen or more neutrality bills 
pend in congress; Secretary Hull ‘and 
some of his key assistants were re- 
ported to have differed over how to 
deal with the raw materials of war. 

Debate on relief headed the senate’s 
Monday program, with the first major 
fight of the session threatened on a 
rider which would prevent investigat- 
ing committees from borrowing techni- 
cal assistants from relief agencies.

The Public Welfare Board, headed 
by J. Sid Tiller, in its ultimatum said 
it would cease operation today unless 
the city made a definite arrangement 
to provide $25,000 for February relief. 

Mayor Hartsfield cannot receive the 
relief resolution until it has been act- 
ed upon favorably by the aldermanic 
board. Bridges can hold it up two 
weeks even if it is approved. 

A special message to general coun- 
cil asking consideration of a revision 
of the pension system will be prepared 
hy the mayor, it was said. The ordi- 
nance committee last week adversed 
a proposal by Councilman J. Allen 
Couch to consolidate the city’s three 
pensions funds in one system and to 
limit the amount of pension and the 
age of retirement. 

The police committee is to sponsor 
ordinances to make Spring street non- 
parking from Peters to Walton, and 
to make Pryor from Edgewood avenue 
to Peachtree street a one-way street 
with traffic flowing northward only. 

A number of adverse reports from 
the ordinance committee and two res- 
olutions to extend the city limits to 
include Buckhead, Druid Hills and 
two large manufacturing areas, whic 
were not considered by the committee 
because the author’s name was not 
igned to the papers, will also come 
p today.

Bible Is Life’s ‘Answer | 
Book.’

“The one sure and adequate rem- 


edly for the baffled worid in which 
we find ourselves today is the: gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ as revealed 
in the Bible and attested in the ex- 
perience of millions living and dead,” 
sail Dr. Aquila Chamlee, president 
of the Georgia Baptist convention and 
president of Bessie Tift College, in 
a sermon yesterday morning at the 
Druid Hills Baptist church. 

“Other agencies may be helpfully 
employed in the building of an abiding 
civilization, but nothing can take the 
place of religion—personal faith in a 
personal God,” continued President 
Chamlee. “And I mean a religion 
that has its seat in the heart, directing 
action every hour of every day. ‘The 
outward forms of religion are all very 
well, but they can only have value 
when they express something within 
-—something that must be born from 
abgve and which is independent of 
incident or accident. 

“We must begin this vital.matter 
of building a stable civilization in the 
home. I used to say that the yreatest 
calling in the world was the eal] to 
the ministry, but I don’t think I will 
ever make that statement again. I 
believe that the greatest calling .in 
this world is that of wifehood and 
motherhood. It is. the mother who 
makes or mars the character of the 
child in those tender and impression- 
able years when destiny is determined. 
The mother is the great teacher and 
the great adviser and the great leader. 
If we lose our homes, we have lost 
everything. 

“And you can’t hope to establish 

and maintain a great home life apart 
from the teachings of God's holy book. 
The Bible is the basis of all law and 
all social progress. Daniel Webster 
was fond of saying that the greatest 
influence that ever came into his life 
was the teachings of the Bible at his 
mother’s knee. If we are to produce 
nation builders like Daniel Webster 
‘and John C. Calhoun, we must start 
agg mother’s knee with the open 
| Bible. 
| “And the sort of religion I am talk- 
‘ing about this morning is a religion 
which teaches the way of life and the 
ultimate destiny of every soul. I be- 
lieve in the teachings of the Bible as 
;the only sound basis of ethical rela- 
‘tions. I believe that the Ten Com- 
-mandments are as applicable today as 
\they were when God wrote them on 
»the slabs of stone in Mount Sinai. 
No man can break the law of God 
with impunity. We will not solve 
our social and economic and political 
problems until we are willing to follow 
the will of God as set forth in the 
decalogue and in the Sermon on the 
Mount. And the wonderful thing to 
me is the fact that whenever and 
wherever men have been willing to 
adopt and follow these great princi- 
ples of living, they have not only 
worked, but worked to the advantage 
of everybody. 

“And I believe in a religion that 
points to heaven when we end this 
earthly journey. I don’t like for any- 
one to talk to me about a religion 
that does not work today and I don’t 
want a religion that will not save 
when the gates of death swing open. 
This Bible tells me that if I am faith- 
ful in doing God's will here, He will 
take me to Himself when the day is 
ended. And I must add that this Bible 
clearly teaches that if I spurn the will

Solves Left-over Problem. 

On the other hand, cold lamb ie as 
tasty as when it is hot. And that 
makes lamb one of the best meats for 
serving sliced cold, or for use in meat 
salads, It is a point much appre- 
ciated by the careful housewife, for 
it means that there isn’t much of a 
“left-over” problem with lamb. A 
roast leg of lamb is not too much for 
a small family when the portion re- 
maining after the first meal can be 
used to such good advantage. And it's 
always a saving in fuel, time and 
energy when Sunday's roast provides 
material for varied and _ appealing 
dishes to serve in succeeding dinners. 

About the left-overs, too, remember 
that for lamb it’s “hot or cold.’ Here 
are some recipes for lamb dishes, in- 
cluding ways of using the cooked meat. 

If leg or shoulder roast of lamb is 
too large for your use, you may still 
have roast lamb by having individual 
lamb roasts prepared from lamb 
chops. 

Individual Lamb Roasts. 

Have loin lamb chops cut 2 1-2 
inches thick. Have bone removed and 
the chops trimmed and wrapped with 
bacon, held in place by a emall wood- 
Rub with salt, pepper and 
flour. Place on a rack in an open 
roasting pan and cook in a hot oven 
for the first 10 minutes, until nicely 
browned, then continue roasting in a 
300-degree F. oven for about 30 min-
